The innocents from 
Indiana. Harper, $2.75. October 18. 


The author recalls in detail the events of a 
not unusual childhood in Indiana, the family’s 
move to Chicago, the efforts she and her bro- 
ther made to adjust to city life, and her 
experiences in a private school. Throughout 
she was conscious of rural and urban dis- 
tinctions, not then erased by automobile 
travel; she was considered by Chicagoans an 
uncouth Hoosier, while on visits to Indiana 
she was suspected of city snobbishness. Of 
little substance; an unimportant addition to 
this author’s work. 


Shub, Boris. The choice. 
Pearce, $2.75. October 19. 


Beginning with the story of the meeting of 
the Russian and American armies and con- 
tinuing with comments of Russian repatriates, 
escaped soldiers, and representative intellec- 
tuals which he gathered while working with 
the Allied Radio in Berlin, the author builds 
up his argument that the Russian people have 
no true loyalty for the Stalinists. He proposes 
that the U.S., by proclamation, pledge support 
to any revolt and to any responsible interim 
government, promising war crimes trials for 
the present Russian leaders and the establish- 
ment of a free Russian government. What- 
ever the risk, he believes it to be far less 
than that involved in either of the present 
alternatives of perpetual antagonism or mu- 
tual annihilation.

Costain, Thomas Bertram. Son of a hun- 
dred kings, a novel of the nineties. Dou- 
bleday, $3.

A long novel, which works out in detail the 
affairs of many people, but mainly involves 
Ludar Redcraft. With a sign on his back, and 
not a penny in his pocket, six-year-old Ludar 
journeyed from England to Canada, like a 
parcel which has been wrongly addressed to 
prevent its return to the sender. For years 
the rumor persisted that Ludar was the 
rightful heir to money and a title; even after 
this had been disproved, Ludar was recog- 
nized as someone special, and it was no sur- 
prise when he started on what would ob-

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viously become a distinguished career, and 
won the wealthy girl who had loved him since 
childhood. 


Macaulay, Rose. The world my wilder- 
ness. Atlantic-Little, $3. October 30. 


The author writes a concerned but detached 
commentary on society’s current disruptions 
and confusions in the story of an adolescent 
girl, schooled in the maquis while living with 
her mother in southern France, who carries 
on the underground attitudes and practices 
after the war. Her situation reaches a crisis 
when Barbary is sent to live with her con- 
ventional father, a London lawyer, and she 
falls in with a group of delinquents who 
haunt the ruins of a bombed area. The per- 
sonalities of the parents and their divergent 
ways of living are important factors too in 
Barbary’s problem. Characterization is out- 
standing and writing polished.

Matthew Carney and his new wife Isabel 
went to live at an isolated Nova Scotian tele- 
graph relay station, but as winter came 
Matthew seemed to withdraw from Isabel 
and a vague secret between the men at the 
post disturbed the relationships on the island. 
Isabel was drawn into a brief affair with 
Skane, the assistant telegrapher, finally left 
both men, and went inland to start a new 
life. Learning the secret—that Matthew was 
going blind—she realized her place was with 
him and returned happily to the lonely island. 
Well written, good characterization and at- 
mosphere.

James, who appeared in Vittoria cottage, has 
decided, after Rhoda chose an art career 
rather than marriage, that he will be a 
farmer, and goes to Mureth farm, on the 
Scottish border, to learn. The owners, his 
aunt and uncle, take him into their home, 
he finds a friend in the new shepherd, who 
also has been around the world, and he is 
almost snared by a designing girl. A touch 
of mystery in the puzzling sheep stealing, 
likable characters, and right romantic ending 
make this a satisfactory story to please many 
readers.

A discussion of the multiple preliminaries to 
the Far Eastern war, including the confused 
policies of the U.S., the ineffectual Russian- 
U.S. conferences, the United Nations approval 
of the Republic of Korea, Rhee’s insistance on 
Korean nationalism, and the threat of a re- 
vived Japan. A firm admirer of Syngman 
Rhee, the author pictures him as the inspired 
and accepted leader of Korea, and shows the 
advances made under his guidance. In con- 
clusion he urges a world revival of the 
spiritual as opposed to the material ideal, the 
expulsion of colonialism and racism in Orien- 
tal-Occidental relations and the reorganiza- 
tion of the U.N. as a world state with power 
to enforce its decisions.

The view here is limited to the villages in 
the west and south which the author chose 
deliberately to visit with the hope of seeing 
the real, unvarnished India. He saw more 
than he bargained for, of ignorance, filth, 
economic exploitation, and neglect and all too 
few signs of proper management of land and 
people. Everyone receives some share of 
blame for India’s condition—the native rulers, 
the British, the religious leaders, and the 
Congress. In spite of its limitations the book 
is a vivid reminder of some of India’s problems 
and is a realistic supplement to descriptions of 
past grandeurs or future ideals.
